The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the manufacture of 
"(a) curable composition comprising (A) 100 parts by weight of an alkenyl-containing 
fluoropolymer comprising -(CF(CF 3 )-CF 2 -0)- units, (B) 20 to 40 parts by weight of an 
alkenyl-free, non-functional fluoropolymer comprising -[(CF 2 )kO]- units wherein k is 1 to 
6, (C) a cure effective amount of an organohydrogensiloxane having at least two 
hydrogen atoms each attached to a silicon atom in a molecule, and (D) a catalytic 
amount of a platinum group metal catalyst," as herein recited. 

The references to Fukuda et al (71 1 ) and ('062), both cited of interest, teach the 
manufacture of fluoropolymer composites that may comprise an organohydrogen- 
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siloxane, as recited herein. The references are silent as to the inclusion of an alkenyl- 
free, non-functional fluoropolymer comprising -[(CF 2 )kO]- units, as recited. Note the 
Abstract of each reference. Neither patent is deemed to present a bar to the 
patentability of the instant claims.
